REMARKS 

The foregoing amendments to Claim 23 are necessary to 
conform the claim with the disclosure. Claim 23 is 
exemplified by the embodiment of Fig. 24. Referring to that 
figure, the claimed first bit line pair is exemplified by 
lines BL[n], /BL[n], the claimed second bit line pair is 
exemplified by lines LBL[n], /LBL[n], and the claimed first 
and second MOSFETs are exemplified by transistors M206a and 
M207a. As is apparent, each MOSFET has a source-drain path 
coupled to one line from each bit line pair. The present 
amendments correct an inconsistency between the previous 
language of Claim 23 and the disclosed arrangement of the 
MOSFETs . 

The present amendments do not change the scope of Claim 
23 as exemplified by the disclosure, and accordingly should 
not require additional search or examination. Moreover, 
Claim 23 remains patentable for the same reasons as set 
forth in the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, 
properly interpreted in light of the disclosure. The 
amendments could not have been presented earlier, because 
the inconsistency with the disclosure was inadvertent and 
was not recognized prior to allowance of the application. 

Accordingly, entry of this Amendment is believed to be 
appropriate, and is respectfully requested.
